Suggested retail prices on some 
1992 model Honda motorcycles have 
been increased effective February 1.

“The good news is that the price 
increase on a weighted average basis 
is only 1.53 percent, while the dollar 
has fallen 4 percent against the yen."

Officials to consider reopening DeAnza 


iverside County Parks Department officials said that they will consider 
R reopening southern California’s DeAnza Cycle Park while preparations are 

made to improve the facility, and possibly keep the park open while 
renovations are in progress. 

The Parks Department closed DeAnza Cycle Park, a popular off-road riding 
facility which is located just east of Moreno Valley, on January 2, the date its 
contract with concessionaire Doug Hall expired, to make improvements. 
Approximately $4 million in improvements are planned, and money for those 
improvements was granted from the state's “Green Sticker" fund several years 
ago. 

However, work isn't scheduled to begin until August, and several DeAnza 
supporters met with Riverside County officials and members of the off-highway 
division of the California Department of Parks and Recreation, including Deputy 
Director Lee Chaubet, in Riverside on February 8 to find out why the park must 
be closed during that time. 

During the sometimes heated discussion, Riverside County Parks Director Paul 
Romero admitted that his department should've given more notice of DeAnza's 
closure, adding, “I have no contract and no liability protection, that's why I decided 
to close the park.” 

Liability is the primary issue surrounding the closure. Riverside County is self- 
insured and Romero doesn't want to subject the county to potential lawsuits. 
According to Chauvet, there is a funding mechanism for the state of California 
to provide insurance. 

"We could buy $1 million of insurance, that's no problem," said Chauvet. 

Hall has contracted with the county for the past 20 years and was responsible 
for obtaining his own $500,000 liability insurance policy. Two multi-million dollar 
suits were recently filed against DeAnza. 

"We can't afford the lability,” said Riverside County Supervisor Norton 
Younglove, whose district includes DeAnza. "I would like to see it (DeAnza) 
reopened tomorrow. If it's not there, we'll have people riding illegally." ' 

DeAnza's closure has already created problems with illegal riding in Younglove's 
district, and Hall pointed out that people were probably riding illegally at DeAnza 
while the meeting took place. 

Romero agreed to investigate the possibility of reopening DeAnza, if only on 
a limited basis, until construction begins. That investigation is expected to take 
two weeks, and Romero promised to release a report with the Parks Department's 
intents and goals. Younglove added that it would take additional time to renegotiate 
and draw up a new contract with Hall. 

“This is our third try at getting the park expanded," said Hall. "Is this just 
another method of appeasing the people?"

Hines, who switched 
from KTM to Suzuki after the 1990 
season, doesn't figure into Suzuki's '92 
plans. “We only had the budget for 
four riders and of those four, two of 
them had to ride four-strokes," said 
Suzuki's off-road marketing supervisor 
Charles Halcomb, just before he 
switched to a district sales managing 
position for the company. “Hawkins 
and Hatch were our first choices to ride 
the two-strokes, and that left Hines to 
ride a four-stroke, and he wouldn't 
have liked that." It was also widely 
known among insiders that Hines and 
Hawkins, who's beginning his fifth 
season at Suzuki, aren't exactly "best 
of friends," having been longtime 
rivals before Hines joined the team last 
year. Hines finished second to KTM's 
Jeff Russell in the 1991 National 
Enduro Championship Series. 


Shortly before this issue went to press, 
we contacted Hines who said he had 
just inked a deal with Husqvarna for 
the 1992 season. "I'll be riding the 
350cc four-stroke mostly," said Hines. 
“Tm really happy with the deal; I think 
Husqvarna/Cagiva is a growing com- 
pany again, while some of the others 
are sinking. I'll be competing in the 
AMA National Championship 
Enduro and National Reliability 
Series." 


Jeff Matiasevich spent three days in 
a Seattle hospital following the Feb- 
ruary l Seattle Supercross. "I think I 
got food poisoning," said Matiasevich 
at the San Diego Supercross. “‘After the 
race I got really sick.

I believe Mr. McNamara was speak- 
ing for many thousands of Grand Prix 
road race fans in his spot-on letter in 
your January 29 issue.

Bradshaw makes it four 
straight in San Diego

SAN DIEGO, CA, FEB. 8 
amaha’s Damon Bradshaw felt he 
Y didn't ride as well as he has in 
the past few weeks, but that wasn't 
apparent to the 36,796 spectators in 
Jack Murphy Stadium. 


For the fourth week in a row, the 
19-year-old North Carolinian domi- 
nated the 20-lap Coors Light Chal- 
lenge aboard his Brian Lunniss-tuned 
Yamaha YZ250 and crossed the finish 





line with 10 seconds to spare over 
Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski. 

"I didn't feel like I rode as well as 
I have in the last couple of races, but 
I rode well enough to win," said 
Bradshaw, who has won four of the 
first five rounds of the Camel Super- 


. cross Series. 


The race was a bit closer than 
Bradshaw's 10-second margin of vic- 
tory may make it appear. It took him 
three laps to pass early race leader 
Kiedrowski, and once he reached the 
front, Bradshaw couldn't pull away 
like he's done the past few weeks. 
Kiedrowski stayed about four seconds 
behind the leader until he fell and lost 
a position to Honda's Jeff Stanton on 
lap 12. 

But Stanton crashed two laps from 
the finish, and Kiedrowski went by and 
then held off a last-lap charge by 
defending Camel Supercross Cham- 
pion Jean-Michel Bayle to finish 
second, his best-ever supercross plac- 
ing. Team Honda's Bayle crashed hard 
in his heat and raced the main with 
a severe headache and a sore back. 

Stanton recovered from his crash in 
time to salvage a fourth-place finish, 
well ahead of Kawasaki's Mike 
LaRocco. 

Bradshaw collected $7000, plus 
bonuses, for his victory. $5000 came 
from the $45,000 purse posted by the 
event promoter, the Mickey Thomp- 
son Entertainment Group. Coors 
added another $2000 as Bradshaw won 
the Silver Bullet Showdown award, 
which is given to the main event 
winner who also wins the fastest heat 
race. The $1000 award wasn't claimed 
the previous week so it rolled over to 
the San Diego round. 

Bradshaw's four-race supercross win 
streak is the longest since two-time 
Supercross Champion Rick Johnson 
began the 1989 season with five 
straight wins. If Bradshaw can win the 
next two races in Atlanta and Daytona, 





he'll tie the record of six wins in a row 
set by Johnson in 1988 and in 1978 
by three-time Supercross Champion, 
Bob Hannah. 

The streak has given Bradshaw a 
commanding 20-point lead in the 
young season over two-time Camel 
Supercross Champion Stanton, 118-98. 
Bayle lies third, one point behind 
Stanton. 

“My goal was to go back East with 
a win and good points," said Brad- 
shaw. “It keeps the adrenaline and 
confidence up, but I'll still ride like 
I'm 10 points behind." 

Defending 125cc Western Regional 
Supercross Champion Jeremy 
McGrath has his own streak going in 
the 125cc class. The Peak Antifreeze/ 
Pro Circuit Honda rider from Mur- 
rietta, California, led every inch of the 
15-lap main event aboard his Skip 
Norfolk-tuned CR125 to collect his 
third-straight win of the eight-round 
Western Regional Series. Suzuki- 
supported Jimmy Gaddis rode the 
entire race in second and crossed the 
finish line five seconds behind 
McGrath, while McGrath's teammate 
Buddy Antunez completed the top 
three. 

“The 250 guys better Watch out," 
said a confident McGrath from the 
rostrum, which wasn't far behind the 
starting line where the the 250cc riders 
were staged for the main. McGrath will 
move up to the 250cc class as the series 
moves to the Eastern Region for the 
next seven events. 

Besides win streaks, the continuing 
trend of increased attendance at Camel 
Supercross events this year continued. 
The announced attendance of 36,796 
was nearly 4000 more than last year's 
event drew.

from start to finish by Stanton. Bayle 
passed Kiedrowski for second position 
on the first lap, and for the next two 
laps he searched for a place to pass 
Stanton. Bayle's challenge ended on 
lap three when he crashed in a set of 
small jumps. 

"I just went over the bars," said 
Bayle, who eventually got up and rode 
back to the pits. “The track is very 
strange, sometimes you make a mistake 
and the line is completely different." 
Bayle would have to compete in a semi. 

Bayle also described the track as 
being “Very technical, better than all 
the tracks we've had before." The track 
featured the standard double, triple 
and tabletop jumps, as well as a 180- 
foot long whoop section. Unlike the 
previous weekend's event at Seattle 
where riders complained about not 
being able to pass on the one-line track, 
there were no complaints about the 
San Diego course, but most riders said 
it was difficult to get into a good 
rhythm. 

After Bayle's fall, Kiedrowski took 
over second and remained about five 
seconds behind Stanton to the finish 
line. Shaun Kalos held third place 
throughout the race, while Doug 
Dubach charged up from a terrible 
start and passed Australian Anthony 
Gobert for fourth halfway through the 
race. Gobert dropped to seventh at the 
finish behind fifth-place finisher Ron 
Tichenor and Jeff Emig. 

Heat two belonged to Bradshaw as 
he stormed to a convincing five-second 
win and completed the race eight 
seconds quicker than Stanton did in 
the first heat. There was a good battle 
for second as Jeff Ward was constantly 
challenged by Ultracross Champion 
Michael Craig, but Belgian Stefan 
Everts, the 125cc World Champion, 
joined the duel late in the race, and 
on the last lap he passed Craig through 
the long whoop section. 

Everts moved in on runner-up Ward, 
but couldn’t find a way past in the last 





four corners and finished third with 
Craig on his tail in fourth. 

In the first of two six-lap semi-final 
races that would advance the top five 
finishers in each to the main, Jeff 
Matiasevich grabbed the holeshot and 
carried the lead to the finish. Bayle 
dogged him for much of the race but 
appeared to back off slightly near the 
end and finished two seconds behind 
the winner Matiasevich. But most of 
the attention was on the unknown — 
to American fans — Aussie Gobert. 

Gobert ran fourth behind Califor- 
nia’s Mike Chamberlain in the first 
half of the race before Tichenor passed 
him. Tichenor also got by Yamaha- 
supported Chamberlain late in the race 
to finish third, while Gobert found 
himself on the bubble and being 
attacked by Kawasaki Team Green’s 
Gene Naumec and local favorite Larry 
Brooks. Naumec fell back on the last 
lap and Noleen-backed Brooks took 
fifth away from Gobert, who finished 
sixth and was headed for the last 
chance qualifier. 

"I'm here with an Australian prom- 
oter," said 16-year-old Gobert, who 
lives in Sydney and won Australia's 
125cc Supercross Championship last 
year. "Hopefully I'll be back in the 
U.S. for the last two rounds of the 
series.” 

Guy Cooper dominated the second 
semi as he built up a four-second 
cushion on Larry Ward on his way to 
the win. Mike LaRocco held third 
until he went down in the difficult 
whoop section, moving Erik Kehoe up 
to the show position. Jimmy Button 
and Micky Dymond diced for fourth 
until they tangled and crashed in the 
whoops, which put LaRocco back up 
to fourth. Ward had Kehoe closing in 
on him when he crossed the finish line 
well behind Cooper, while LaRocco 
maintained fourth to the finish well 
ahead of Team Peak member Jeromy 
Buehl. 

Dymond led the six-lap last chance

Only the 
top two finishers got a ticket to the 
main, and Jeff Emig, who crashed out 
of the first semi, earned a spot in the 
feature when he passed Todd DeHoop 
at the halfway point and rode to a 
second place finish a few seconds 
behind winner Dymond. 

` At the start of the 20-lap main event, 
a trio of factory-backed Kawasakis were 
leading the way with Kiedrowski out 
front ahead of teammates Jeff Ward 
and Matiasevich. Bradshaw rounded 
the second turn fourth, followed by 
Bayle, Kehoe, Stanton, Craig, 
Tichenor, LaRocco and the rest of the 
20-rider field. 

Before the first lap was completed, 
Bradshaw had moved to second and 
closely tailed Kiedrowski, who was 
leading a supercross for the first time 
in his career. 

"It felt good," said Kiedrowski. “I 
thought, "This is where I should be 
all the time' and tried not to get 
overanxious.”’ 








For the next two laps Kiedrowski led 
the way with Bradshaw in his tracks. 
Stanton passed Kehoe on the first lap 
and was battling with his Honda 
teammate Bayle, as they both stalked 
Matiasevich. 

On lap four, Kiedrowski made a 
slight bobble in the whoops and gave 
Bradshaw the opportunity he needed 
to pass. 

“I figured he'd get around if any- 


` thing happened," said Kiedrowski. 


Within one lap Bradshaw put two 
seconds on Kiedrowski, and a lap later 
he added another second to his 
cushion. But that's as far as he'd get 
for the next several laps. 

“T wanted to get a good lead right 
away because Kiedrowski can pick up 
your lines," said Bradshaw. “He 
pushed me away from everyone.” 

"Bradshaw was going fast and we 
pulled away,” added Kiedrowsi. “I felt 
I could stay with him.” 

Nobody else could keep up with the 
two front-runners. Jeff Ward held on 
to third but had slipped several seconds 
behind Kiedrowski. Matiasevich and 
Stanton soon made it a three-way duel 
for third, and Bayle wasn't far behind. 

Matiasevich passed. Ward entering 
the long whoop section on the eighth 
lap, but Stanton went by them both 
as they exited the obstacle. Bayle also 
passed Ward in the next turn as Ward 
began slowing considerably. 

“I hurt my ankle and knee last week 
in Seattle, and I ran over my (injured) 
ankle," said Ward, who also injured 
his hand in the Seattle practice crash. 
"I couldn't put weight on my left leg." 

Matiasevich was the next to fade. 
Bayle passed him for fourth on the 
ninth lap, then Matiasevich began to 
slip back. 

“I couldn't do anything," Matiase- 
vich later told his teammates, then 
added, “I had problems with my upper 
arms pumping up." 

Up front, Bradshaw's lead went from 
four to 12 seconds when Kiedrowski 
went down in the whoops on lap 13. 

“The whoops were real slippery," 
said Kiedrowski. “I hit one, slid 








sideways and hit a hay bale. Luckily 
I kept the bike running.” 

Kiedrowski couldn’t get up before 
Stanton motored by, but he did resume 
in third place, just in front of Bayle. 
Further back, LaRocco had made his 
way to fifth place and led a tight group 
consisting of Craig, Matiasevich, Larry 
Ward, Cooper and Dubach. 

Stanton did all he could to catch 
Bradshaw, and actually gained a 
couple seconds as Bradshaw backed off 
slightly after Kiedrowski fell. 

"I may have done the wrong thing 
because I started riding sloppy,” said 
Bradshaw. “Brian (Lunniss) got on me 
with the chalkboard and straightened 
me out." 

Bradshaw's brief stint of “sloppy” 
riding didn’t make much difference 
since Stanton was far behind and then 
he crashed on lap 18. 

“I looped out," said Stanton, whose 
Honda flopped off the side of a 
tabletop jump with Stanton still 
holding the bars. 

Both Kiedrowski and Bayle went by 
Stanton and they battled to the end 
with Kiedrowski holding off Bayle's 
last-ditch efforts to take second behind 
winner Bradshaw. Bayle was third. 

“Kiedrowski rode a bit slow on the 
last lap," said Bayle, who once again 
was subjected to some booing from the 
crowd, although much less than he was 
forced to listen to at the Anaheim 
round two weeks before the San Diego 
event. “I rode a bit slow at the 
beginning because I didn't know if I 
could make it with my headache. Then 
I pushed a little harder and tried to 
be smooth because I didn't want to 
crash again.” 

Stanton remounted from his crash 
to finish a distant fourth, while 
LaRocco held off a last-lap challenge 
from Larry Ward to claim fifth. Not 
far behind sixth-placed Ward came 
Cooper and he crossed the finish line 
seventh with Dubach in his shadow. 
Craig and Matiasevich completed the 
top 10.

From the first 125cc heat race, it was 
clear that defending Western Regional 
Champion Jeremy McGrath was going 
to be the one to beat. McGrath got the 
holeshot in the first heat and led North 
County Yamaha's Tyson Vohland to 
the finish line. Surprisingly, Suzuki 
support rider Phil Lawrence won the 
second heat with a better time than 
McGrath, perhaps because he was 
pushed near the end by Buddy 
Antunez. 

The most exciting 125cc action came 
in the last chance qualifier, where 
Motion Sports-backed Chaun McAlis- 
ter of Idaho led a wild battle to the 
finish line. Bubba Erickson passed 
Scott Myers on the last lap to finish 
second with Mark Easley finishing 
close behind Myers in fourth. 

There was little action among the 
top five in the main. McGrath got the 
holeshot with Jimmy Gaddis on his 
tail, but by lap three of the 15-lap race 
McGrath had pulled out a three-second 
advantage. He kept a steady pace 
throughout the main and added 
another two seconds before he crossed 
the finish line. 

“The track was harder than the 
competition,” said a perhaps right- 
fully cocky McGrath. “The whoops 
grooved up so it was hard to be 
consistent. I felt confident where I was 
at. I’m looking forward to racing the 
250s, and I'll be even more dominant 
when the Western Regional Series 
resumes because the 250s will make me 
even stronger.” 

"] was a little rusty at first," said 
Gaddis. “I tried to get my lines down 
but couldn't reel him in." 








But reeling in Gaddis late in the race 
was Antunez, who had started fourth.

Larry Roeseler (38) aced the Expert and Pro classes, but not without a fight.

ADELANTO, CA, FEB. 1-2 


"T hat's a lot of riding," Larry 
Roeseler said, shaking his 
head. “I was hurting by the 
end of the weekend. Last week I 
crashed at the National Hare & Hound, 
bruised some ribs, hurt my arm, and 
now I'm really sore.” 

Sore or not, Roeseler performed a 
feat that perhaps no one else on the 
planet could have accomplished. He 
entered five classes at the grueling AMA 
District 37 Desert Viper Adelanto 
Grand Prix and went home with five 
wins. He had to work for every one 
of them. 

Adelanto's course was an eight-mile 
affair that took riders through some 
paved sections of the sleepy high-desert 
community, then spat them out into 
long, fast sections of cross-grain 
whoops. As the course came back to 
the starting area, it changed character, 
becoming more and more motocross- 
like. The Vipers had designed a two- 
mile section that was watered and 
groomed, and contained everything 
from a triple jump to a giant water- 
hole leap. Thousands of spectators — 
some of them curious locals and others, 
hard-core race fans — lined the MX 
parts of the course to watch the show. 
'The Adelanto GP now is California's 
largest off-road event, both in terms 
of spectators and participants. The 
event attracted well over 2000 entries 
this year. 

The first race of the weekend was 
the Unclassified race, which Roeseler 
chose not to enter this year. That left 
it wide open for a battle between 
Honda rider Rex Staten and ATK’s Ty 
Davis. Eventually, it was Staten who 
came up with the win there, passing 
Davis in the last few turns. Roeseler’s 
first race, and first win, of the weekend 


 Roeseler relentless at Adelanto 


came in the Veteran race. He rode a 
Kawasaki KX500, while Staten 
returned with a modified Yamaha 
YZ360. The two of them easily pulled 
away from the rest of the pack. 

“I wanted to use the Veteran race 
to learn the track," Roeseler confessed 
later. “But I had to really ride. Staten 
made me goa lot faster than I intended. 
At first I pumped up, but eventually 
I started riding a little better. I think 
I had taller gearing than Staten, and 
that made it easier in the fast sections.” 

While they raged up front, Darren 
Cartwright and Kenny Parry cut their 
way forward from a second-wave start. 
Eventually they situated themselves in 
third and fourth, respectively, and set 
about battling for top 250 honors. 

Both wars came down to the last lap. 
Roeseler had managed to sneak away 
from Staten, while Parry put his 
Kawasaki in front of Cartwright in the 
last few turns. The Roeseler/Parry 
Kawasaki sweep was just a preview of 
things to come. 

Roeseler’s next challenge was in the 
125cc class. He put his Kawasaki 
KX125 into an early lead and expected 
to have an easy race, but Jeff Kawell 
had other ideas. Kawell, also on a 
KX125, passed Roeseler on the first lap, 
and set an impressive pace. Eventually, 
Roeseler got back in front, but he never 
managed to pull away. Kawell stayed 
just a few seconds behind all the way 
to the finish. In the meantime, John 
Braasch and Kapt battled for third 
place a little too hard. The two of them 
collided and went down, knocking 
themselves out of contention. At the 
end, the Roeseler/Kawell duo had a 
monstrous lead. 

Toward the end of the 125 race, 
Roeseler already was concentrating on

the next event of the weekend — that 
was the one with the $5000 purse at 
stake. 

“The 125 race was back to back with 
the Pro race," Roeseler said. “I was 
lucky that the race was delayed some- 
what while the track was worked on. 
It gave me a chance to rest. My arm 
was getting sore by that time." 

The first lap of the Pro race had a 
lot of action. Greg Zitterkopf and ATK 
rider Don Griewe were up front, but 
Zitterkopf seized on the second pave- 
ment section, and Griewe suffered a 
fairly spectacular crash. 

“I went sideways on the pavement 
and hit the ground going pretty fast. 
Then I was sliding backwards on my 
hands and knees while all the riders 
were coming directly at me. It was 
scary." 

'Team Green star Danny Hamel was 
the man who eventually came out of 
that first lap with the lead. Roeseler 
was solidly in second and it looked like 
it would be the battle of the century, 
as the two of them started pulling away 
from the rest of the pack, which was 
led by Ty Davis. 

On the third lap, though, Hamel 
disappeared from the lineup. 

“A stick went through my radiator 
hose," Hamel said. “Eventually the 
bike stopped." 

Hamel then added another story 
with a smile. 

“I heard later that I had crashed. 
People were telling how I had endoed 
and then been carried away in the 
helicopter. It was kind of interesting," 
Hamel said. 

“After Hamel dropped out, it turned 
out to be the easiest race of the 
weekend," Roeseler said. “I got a sign 
at one point that told me I had almost 
two minutes over Paul Krause, so I just 
took it easy. I didn't want to blow it.” 

“I got a mediocre start and just 
started working my way up," Krause 
said. “On the first lap, I followed Ty 
Davis over the triple jumps, and he 
double-jumped the first two and rolled 
over the last one. I went over them one 
at a time, but didn't lose that much 
time. The next time around, I was in 
front of him and it just about scared 
me to death when he tripled all three 
and landed in front of me. I passed 
him back that lap and made sure I got 
away before he came to that jump 
again." 

Davis' aerial antics on the triple 
jump made him a favorite with the 
crowd. Every lap, he would try a little 
harder to please anyone who would 
watch. Everybody watched. 

Mike Healey was another crowd 
pleaser. The 250cc World Champion- 
ship MX contender was riding an old, 
fairly clapped-out Suzuki RM250 that 
was geared rather low and had to really

work to get to the front of the pack. 
But he always managed to clear the 
massive triple. The crowd loved it. 
Eventually, Healey finished in third, 
behind the two non-triple-jumping 
desert racers. For winning the Pro race, 
Roeseler took home a $2500 paycheck. 

Sunday it started all over again. 
Roeseler, Hamel and Krause got back 
on the now-familiar course and put on 
another show, this time in the 250cc 
class. 

"I've never raced this bike," said 
Hamel, who dwarfed the tiny-looking 
250 on the start line. “I’ve play-ridden 
it, though. It'll be fun." 

Krause also was putting in a rare 
appearance on a 250 just for kicks. His 
bike is the same one he will ride in 
enduros later in the year, and was fully 
equipped with lights. 

It was 250cc class regular, Jimmy 
Lewis who grabbed the early lead on 
a KTM. 

“I got a huge holeshot and held the 
lead until the first road," Lewis said. 
“They had bulldozed over the whoops 
since Saturday, and I took what I 
thought was a good line, and Paul 
Krause and Roger Hurd blew by on 
the new, smooth section. Hamel and 
I went back and forth for a while, 
passing each other several times. We

both got back in front of Krause and 
Hurd. On the second lap, Krause and 
Roeseler went by me, so I was in fourth 
and stayed there. They had a better line 
in the whoops.” 

“Krause and Hamel were really 
equal to me in the desert section," said 
Roeseler of those first laps on the 250. 
“I had an edge in the motocross 
section. That's where I reeled them in. 
I had to really concentrate. I just put 
my head down and rode as hard as I 
could.” 

Roeseler finally passed Hamel for 
the lead and then managed to pull 
away slightly. Hamel, Krause, Lewis 
and Kenny Parry followed to the end. 

“After the 250 race I was hurting," 
Roeseler said. “I knew that Hamel was 
the hottest thing in the desert on a 500. 
I was thinking to myself that second 
place wouldn’t be so bad. I think the 
500 race turned out to be the most 
exciting one of the weekend." 

Paul Krause got the early lead and 
stayed in front uncontested for the first 
lap, then started racing with Hamel. 

"I'd pass Danny and he would pass 
me back, and I would pass him again," 
Krause said. “My third lap was hell. 
Danny was right in front of me, and 
he passed a lapped rider. The lapper 
got so scared that he veered right into 
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me. We locked bars and I went straight 
into a yucca plant. Roeseler went by. 
The whole episode cost me about 30 
seconds and I never could make it up.” 

“After I passed Ty Davis, I saw 
Danny pass Krause and I knew I had 
to get Paul too. I didn’t want Danny 
to get away," Roeseler said. “Once I 
was in second, I managed to gain a 
little on the motocross section, but 
Danny had a better line in the desert. 
On the fourth lap I found a new line. 
I went straight in one area and that's 
where I passed Hamel. From there on 
in, it was just a matter of riding hard 
and staying up." 

Davis was fourth, but once again he 
was the crowd favorite because of his 
triple-jumping ability. In the end, that 
was fine with Roeseler. He had plenty 
of spotlight to share. With his six wins 
in six starts he had a very, very good 
weekend.

Healey, Brooks cash 1n at Barona Oaks

RAMONA, CA, JAN. 2 
ike Healey and Larry Brooks 
M were the big winners at round 
five of the CMC/Valvoline 
Golden State Nationals South, held on 
the jump-laden course at Barona Oaks 
Raceway. 

Healey, aboard a Pro Circuit/Ren- 
thal/Agip/No Fear/Scott-backed 
Team Bieffe Suzuki, swept both motos 
in the 125cc Pro class to score $3000 
in Suzuki contingency, while Brooks 
piloted his Noleen/Sinisalo/Shoei/ 
Sidi/Acerbis/100%-backed Yamaha to 
the overall win in the 250cc Pro class 
via 1-3 finishes to score the $3000 
awarded by Yamaha. 

Over 300 riders showed up to com- 
pete on the track that included numer- 
ous sets of double jumps, a triple jump, 
and a long set of stadium whoops. 

Chris Young powered off the line 
in the opening 125cc Pro moto and 
led Donald Upton, Michele Monti and 
Richard Saxton through turn one. 
Healey was mired at the start and 
began the race in ninth place. Saxton

250cc Intermediate class. Dahlin topped the 125, 250 and 500cc Intermediate classes. 








was the first to make a move, as he snuck 
under Upton in a fast switchback. A 
few turns later, Saxton zapped Young 
and assumed the lead. 

Meanwhile, Healey sliced through 
the pack and soon worked his way into 
fourth. Upton stuffed his way past 
Young on lap three, as did Healey on 
the following lap. On lap five, Healey 
began to pressure Upton, and sailed past 
over the triple jump. 

"[ felt really good, but my arms 
started to pump up,” said Upton. “That 
made it hard to go as fast as I wanted." 

Once past Upton, Healey pulled 
alongside Saxton in the whoops and 
bounced into the lead. 

Once out front, Healey cruised to an 
uncontested win. Upton jumped past 
Saxton on lap eight, but bobbled in 
the whoops on the white flag lap and 
fell victim to a last lap charge by 
Monti, who passed Saxton a few turns 
earlier. Monti greeted the checkered 
flag second, just ahead of Upton and 
Saxton. 





"My hands are hammered," said 
Healey, who contested the previous 
day's Adelanto Grand Prix. "I have 
quarter-sized blisters on both hands 
from racing yesterday.” 

Healey’s blisters didn’t seem to affect 
him in moto two, though, as he gated 
fifth behind Saxton, Upton, Young 
and Ray Crumb and quickly began to 
work towards the front. By lap two, 
Healey had forced his way into third, 
just behind Crumb and leader Saxton. 
Healey slammed past Crumb in a fast 
switchback and set his sights on 
Saxton. Saxton managed to hang onto 
the lead for two more laps, before 
Healey railed past in a fast sweeper. 

Healey scored the moto and overall 
wins, while Crumb, Billy Joe Mercier 
and Upton crossed the finish line a few 
seconds back, in that order. Upton's 
3-4 edged Monti's 2-5 for second 
overall. 

“This is the best I've done in a big 
race since I've turned Pro," said a happy 
Upton. “I felt really smooth today." 








Young grabbed the holeshot in the 
opening 250cc Pro moto, ahead of 
Brooks, Healey and Crumb. Brooks 
and Healey quickly worked past 
Young and began to pull away from 
the field, while Crumb worked on 
Young. 

Healey and Brooks exchanged the 
lead five times throughout the moto, 
but it was Brooks who greeted the 
checkered flag first. Healey followed 
only inches behind, while Crumb 
finished a distant third. 

“I came out here mainly to practice, 
I didn't really expect to win," said 
Brooks, who only two months earlier 
broke his left shoulder. "I'm just 
making sure that I have the speed to 
race the San Diego supercross.” 

“I would pass him, then my hands 
would hurt... It was stupid," said 
Healey as he bandaged his bloodied 
hands. 

Healey grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the second moto, but was 
docked a lap for jumping the gate. 








“I thought they would red flag it, 
but they didn't, so I figured I'd have 
some fun," said Healey, who cruised 
around the track for the remainder of 
the race. 

Brooks was another rider who 
expected the red flag. 

"I slowed way down, expecting a red 
flag. By the time I realized they weren't 
gonna throw it, I was in last place! 
I guess it was my fault, though," said 
Brooks. 

Team Kawasaki’s Mike Craig 
assumed the lead and went on to score 
a runaway win, while Bader Manneh 
greeted the checkers in second. Brooks 
rode like a madman after realizing that 
there would be no restart, and managed 
to work up to third. 

Brooks scored the overall win, since 


Craig suffered a derailed chain in the, 


opening moto and did not finish. 
Second overall went to Manneh, while 
Crumb collected the third place cash. 

“This is great, I came out here to 
practice, and ended up making $3000 
in Yamaha money,” said the persona- 
ble Brooks. “My shoulder started to 
hurt near the end, but I really surprised 
myself. I still have all my speed, and 
the endurance will come.” 

Tim Nash grabbed the holeshot in 
the first 250cc Junior moto, but 
couldn’t hold off a hard-charging Karl 
Lindstrom. Lindstrom motored past 
and ran away with the win, while Nash 
tired and dropped to an eventual 
fourth. Second went to Merle Hammer, 
who fended off the race-long charges 
of Erik Martin. 

In moto two, Lindstrom again took 
control early on and romped off with 
the win, while Nash endured to cross 
the line in second. Hammer and Joey 
Mendoza argued over third, with 
Hammer getting the nod. Lindstrom 
scored the overall, while Hammer’s 2- 
3 topped Nash’s 4-2 for second overall. 

Herbert Allen piloted his Kawasaki 
to the first moto win in the Old Timer 
Junior class. Rich Hansen rode a 
determined race, and fended off the 
race-long charges of Karl Scanlan. Jim 
White finished fourth, ahead of a hard- 
charging GQ Larry Kirsch. 

Moto two saw Allen again assume 
the early lead and motor off to an 
uncontested win, but this time it was 
Scanlan who finished second. Hansen 
did all he could to find a way past, 
but was forced to settle for third. Allen 
scored the overall win, while Scanlan’s 
3-2 topped Hansen’s 2-3 for second 
overall. 

“After I saw my picture in Cycle 
News a few weeks ago, I decided to 
train harder. I looked like a goon,” said 
Hansen, happy to finish third. 

O’Neal/Escondido Cycle Center- 
backed Dennis Dahlin II used his 
hometrack advantage to score the 125, 
250 and 500cc Intermediate class wins. 

In the first 125cc Intermediate moto, 
Mike Metzger and David Pingree ran 
away from the field, while Dahlin 
followed a few seconds behind in third. 
Metzger got the best of Pingree and 
scored the first moto win. In moto two, 
Metzger suffered a terrible start, as did 
Pingree. Steve Andrich assumed the 
lead early in the moto and went on 
to score the win ahead of a hard- 
charging Dahlin, while Pingree and 
Metzger worked up to third and fourth, 
respectively. Dahlin’s more consistent 
3-2 finishes edged Pingree’s 2-3 for the 
overall win. 

Dahlin grabbed the holeshot in the 
opening 250cc Intermediate moto, but 
Metzger was hot on his tail. Metzger 
went down hard in the opening laps 
and Dahlin cruised away with the 
moto win. Pingree greeted the checkers 
in second, ahead of Terry Parsons and 
David Evilsizer.

Vohland shines at 


Silver State Raceway

CARSON CITY, NV, FEB. 2 
allon Vohland tuned up for the 
World Championship 125cc MX 
Series with a win in the 125cc Pro 
class at round five of the CMC Golden 
State Nationals North at Silver State 
Raceway. 

“I turned it up a little more today, 
which I've done each week in the series 
and I feel I've peaked out and now I'm 
ready for Europe‘and the GPs," said 
the Team Capri Suzuki/AXO/Ren- 
thal/Scott/Motul/Technosel/D.I.D- 
sponsored rider. 

Vohland also competed in the 250cc 
Pro class and had to settle for second 
overall behind UFO/FMF/Suzuki's 
Rodney Smith after a poor start and 
crash left him with third place in the 
first moto. Vohland dominated the 
second moto and proved that he was 








clearly the fastest rider on the track this 
day. 

The event also proved that even in 
the Golden State Nationals it’s not 
always ‘gold’ that glitters, as Silver 
State Raceway in Carson City, Nevada, 
greeted riders with a sunny day which 
marked the first time in the 16-year 
history of the series, that a race was 
staged outside of California. 

Being the only "split" round of the 
series, with a round also taking place 
in southern California, the one-day 
event featured all classes running on 
the same track and, with 18 motos, the 
action literally stretched from sunrise 
to sunset. 

Scooter McElroy roosted his GP 
Racing Suzuki into the lead to begin 
the first 125cc Pro moto as Vohland, 
Steve Nelson, Spud Walters and Scott 
Myers controlled the top five positions. 
Smith shadowed in sixth place, Voh- 
land diced with McElroy and, after a 
lap-and-a-half, was able to get by. It 
took Vohland another lap to shake him 
loose but once he did so he began to 
open up a lead. 

Walters passed Nelson for third on 
lap two as Meyers and Smith dueled 
for fifth. Smith was able to slip by 
Meyers a lap later and they both went 
around Nelson when he bobbled in a 
turn. 

By midmoto, Smith was past Walters 
and pressuring second-place McElroy 
while Meyers followed in fifth. These 
four riders were lightly packed so when 
McElroy got a little out of shape, that 


- was all that Smith needed to advance 


to second with Walters following into 
third. A lap later Meyers and McElroy 
traded positions. 

By the white flag, Smith was able 
to shave off a couple of seconds from 
Vohland's lead but it wouldn't be 
enough as they headed to the checkered 
flag to finish 1-2. Walters was able to 
fend off Meyers for third place while 
McElroy held off a determined Shane 
Esposito to finish fifth. 

Tony McGrath got the holeshot in 
the second moto but Rusty Holland 
took control of the lead after the first 
lap. Meyers, Smith and Walters 
quickly followed Holland past 
McGrath. Vohland went down in the 
first turn but advanced rapidly toward 
the leaderrs and was up to fourth at 
the end of the second lap. By the third 
lap Vohland was challenging Smith 
for third when he clipped a tire and 
fell. Vohland kept the bike running

while down and remounted with the 
throttle still twisted. 

Meanwhile, Smith commandeered 
second from Holland as Vohland 
closed back in from fourth. Vohland 
was soon sparring with Holland and 
found the rookie rather tough as he 
passed him once only to have Holland 
counter with a repass. But then: Voh- 
land delivered a clean combination 
that carried him past Holland and then 
by Smith and Meyers in the next few 
turns to assume the lead which he held 
to the checkered flag. Meyers followed 
him across the line for second ahead 
of Smith, but Smith claimed second 
overall. Holland finished fourth but 
a first moto 13th held him to eighth 
overall. Steve Nelson fought his:way 
in for fifth and the same overall while 
Walters limped his ailing machine in 
at ninth for fourth overall. 

At the start of the first 250cc Pro 
moto, Smith and Myers came out 
swinging but Smith soon had the 
advantage which he would hold to the 
finish. Behind the lead battle Walters 
and McElroy diced ahead of Holland 
while Vohland was buried deep in the 
pack. 

After three laps, Vohland was 
around McElroy for fourth and gain- 
ing on Walters. It took Vohland three 
laps to overtake him for third, but then 
Vohland fell and Walters went back 
by. With only two laps to go, Vohland 
quickly remounted and, just before the 
white flag, overtook Walters again. But 
tme ran out and he finished third 
behind winner Smith and runner-up 
Meyers. Walters took fourth and 
Nelson worked his way to fifth. 

Johnny Stark rocketed his Kal-Gard- 
backed Suzuki into the lead to begin 
the final moto but Vohland and Smith 
went by on lap. one. Smith gave 
Vohland a good battle for a couple of 
laps but Vohland shook him off and 
stretched his lead to the checkered flag. 
Smith needed to finish second to claim 
the overall win and on the final lap 
Walters was able to close in but not 
enough for a serious challenge. Smith 
paced himself perfectly to take second 
and the overall while Vohland's win 
put him second overall. Walters had 
to settle for fourth overall with Meyers 
moving up from a midpack start to 
finish fourth and claim third overall. 
After a ninth-place finish in moto one, 
Carlo Hulsen improved considerably 
in round two as he roosted his KTM 
in for fifth and the same overall. 








Euro-Cycles-backed Hulsen was 
flawless in the 500cc Pro class as he 
handily topped Ron Allen in both 
motos. A 3-4 tally earned KNAC radio- 
backed Marc Peters third overall. 

After two exciting battles with Jeff 
Cloutier, O’Neal/Noleen-backed Jim 
Holley aced both motos in typical style 
for the overall win with Cloutier for 
second overall. Al McElroy finished 
third overall with 4-3 moto finishes 
while Tim Dyer (3-4) and Kawasaki 
powered Ron Junkett (5-5) completed 
the top five, respectively. 

Andy Gregg was beaming after the 
races on account of his winning both 
Open 80cc motos ahead of Eric Wil- 
liams and Daniel Blair. Gregg fol- 
lowed that feat with a win in the first 
80cc Junior class moto, then finished 
second behind Charles Tracy in the 
final moto to claim the overall in that 
class as well. Tracy edged out Dan 
Duvall for second overall. 

Justin Tierney annihilated the 
competition in both motos of the 125cc 
Junior class aboard his Big Valley 
Honda. A 2-4 score for Monte Harris 
earned him second overall while 
Jerome Law put together an 8-2 tally 
for third overall. 

Todd McMaster flew away with the 
win in the first 125cc Intermediate 
moto and then captured the overall 
win with a second-place finish in moto 
two behind Chris Barker. Barker was 
third overall after a first-moto seventh 
while Derek Watkins used a 3-4 score 
to claim second overall. 

Daniel Castro flew his Livermore 
Yamaha to both Vet Junior class moto 
wins while Joe Brown registered a 3- 
2 tally for runner-up honors. Voh- 
land’s Italian mechanic, Stefano Catal-

Ryan,Vohland score big at P.A.L.

yson Vohland flew. in from the 
T previous night's Camel Super- 

cross at the Seattle Kingdome just 
in time to make the start of his first 
moto at the Police Athletic League 
(P.A.L.) MX facility, and took home 
the lion's share of the day's 250cc Pro 
payback. 

Vohland wasn't the only star of the 
day, as Rick Ryan, riding for only the 
second time in two months, scored the 
overall win in the 125cc Pro class via 
1-1 moto finishes. 

On a track more like a long outdoor 
supercross, most riders found the 
numerous man-made obstacles very 
challenging, and more than one top 
pro found himself on the ground 
throughout the day. 

The 125cc Pros were the first to 
tackle the demanding course, and as 
the riders rounded the first turn Ryan 
grabbed the holeshot, with Trevor 
Meagher close behind in second. 

In the first turn several riders were 
involved in a huge pileup, including 
series points leader Allan Dyck. Dyck 
managed to get up and get going, 
again, but was badly scraped and 
bruised. "I went into the corner and 
got squeezed in," said Dyck. “And the 
next thing I knew I was on the 
ground.” 

For the Canadian champion, Dyck, 
this would not be his best day, man- 
aging to finish eighth overall in the 
125cc class. 

For Ryan however, things just kept 
getting better in the first moto. After 
nailing the holeshot, Ryan, the Honda 
rider from San Jose, just motored 
away. By the third lap Ryan had built 
up a substantial lead over Vohland, 
who had passed Meagher on lap two. 
Vohland started to wick it up, but then 
suddenly began to slow drastically. On 
lap five Vohland’s Yamaha came to a 
complete stop, and it took several 
seconds to get it going again. 

“When I passed Meagher for second 
we tangled, and apparently my foot got 
under the tank and turned the gas off," 
said Vohland. “When it finally ran out 
of gas, it took me a long time to restart 
it because I didn't know that the gas 
was off." 








Once Vohland got underway there 
was no way he could catch Ryan, who 
had opened up a five-second lead over 
the new second-place rider Dean 
Matson. Matson gated in sixth place 
and passed one rider a lap for the first 
four laps until he finally worked 
around Meagher for second. 

Two laps later Jeff Pestana also 
passed Meagher for third. Soon after, 
Pestana and Matson began a heated 
battle and soon pulled away from the 
rest of the pack, while Ryan still 
cruised out in front. Matson was able 
to protect his lines and kept his 
position to the checkered flag behind 
Ryan, who took the win by seven 
seconds. Third went to Pestana, with 
Meagher finishing fourth and Yamaha 
rider Tony Flores working up to fifth. 

Several riders hit the gate on the start 
of the second moto causing the gate 
to jam, forcing a restart. On the restart 
it was Vohland who jumped out in 
front, followed by Matson and Ryan, 
respectively. 

On the first lap Ryan flew around 
Matson for second and immediately 
started pushing Vohland for the lead. 
Just before the end of the same lap, 
Vohland tossed it away on the uphill, 
giving Ryan the lead. Vohland soon 
pulled out realizing he had no chance 
of catching the leaders. 

Ryan and Matson were soon 
involved in a battle over the lead. Their 
duel carried them away from the rest 
of the pack. Third place was Kawasaki 
rider Danny Nelson, who was being 
pushed by Pestana and Jon Nelson. 

On lapthree Matson went down. He 
was up quickly and back under way in 
fifth, while Ryan soloed out in front. 
Pestana dogged the new second place 
rider Dan Nelson for three laps before 
making a pass. Once into second 
Pestana opened it up and tried to catch 
the leader, Ryan. Ryan's lead, however, 
had grown to over 10 seconds by this 
time, and he cruised around the last 
few laps for the victory. Pestana took 
second and Nelson third by less than 
a bike length over Matson, who had 
passed Nelson on the last lap. 

When the 250cc Pros left-the gate 
for their first moto Vohland was 





leading the way out of the first turn. 
He was pursued by local Pat Gomm 
and Ryan. 

On lap two Gomm made a series of 
mistakes, dropping back to seventh, 
allowing Ryan to move into second. 
Behind Ryan was Pestana, Pat Bennett 
and Matson, in that order. 

Vohland opened. up a sizeable lead 
over the rest of the field. At the halfway 
point Matson managed to get around 
Bennett and Pestana after an intense 
three-lap battle. Matson soon took off 
after the leaders with Bennett in fourth 
but eventually lost touch with the top 
three riders. 

As the laps wound down Vohland 
started to relax the pace after having 
built up a comfortable lead over Ryan. 
Matson's charge took him close to 
Ryan on the final laps. Ryan and 
Matson circled the course separated by 
less than two bike lengths for the last 
three laps, with Ryan barely managing 
to hang on to second at the checkered 
flag. Vohland scored the win with 
Ryan second, Matson third, Bennett 
fourth and Larry Wosick ending up 
fifth. 

The second moto saw Yamaha rider 
Tony Flores grab the early lead fol- 
lowed by Ryan and Bennett. Trevor 
Meagher went down in the first turn, 
causing several riders to get tangled in 
a traffic jam. One of the riders involved 
was first-moto winner Vohland. Voh- 
land regrouped quickly and came 
around the first lap in seventh place. 
For the first four laps Flores and Ryan 
staged a tremendous battle for the lead, 
with both riders banging bars in every 
turn. Bennett stayed less than five bike 
lengths behind the leaders, hoping for 
a mistake by the front-runners. 

While Flores and Ryan were battling 
over the lead, Vohland was rapidly 
working his way through the pack. By 
lap five Vohland had managed to pass 
Bennett for third, and less than three 
turns later Matson also passed the 
Yamaha rider. On the next lap Ryan 
managed to jam around Flores for the 
lead in the hairpin after the finish line. 
Now there were five riders battling over 
the lead all separated by less than 10 
bike lengths. Ryan's lead, however,

lasted less than a lap, as Vohland 
passed both Flores and Ryan in the 
fast back section sweeper. Also passing 
Flores was Matson, dropping the 
former leader to fourth. On the next 
lap, Matson dove around Ryan coming 
into the uphill turn to move into 
second. By this time Vohland had 
opened up a 10 bike length lead over 
the rest of the riders. Once around 
Ryan, Matson set his sights on the 
leader, slowly chipping away at Voh- 
land's lead. It looked as though 
Vohland would hold on for the win 
when the white flag came out. Voh- 
land's lead was down to three bike 
lengths with half a lap to go when he 
laid it down in a slow left-hand turn. 
Matson shot by for the lead. F 

“I heard someone coming and I 
thought it was Ryan,” said Vohland. 
“I started thinking about the overall 
and I just lost concentration and my 
front wheel slid out.” 

Vohland was up in a flash and in 
pursuit of Matson. Ryan closed in but 
was not able to overtake second place 
Vohland. The checkered flag came out 
and the moto win went to Matson: 
Second was good enough to give 
Vohland the overall win. Third went 
to Ryan with Flores and Bennett filling 
out the top five, respectively. 

The 125cc Intermediates put on one 
of the best shows of the day, with 
Yamaha rider Brett Hamilton scoring 
the overall win, though his win did 
not come easily, as he had to fight 
Kawasaki rider Stan Finney in both 
motos. 

Finney gated perfectly in the first 
moto. Hamilton followed in second 
with Honda rider Aaron Cantrell and 
Kawasaki pilot Mark Klauser close 
behind. The top four riders staged a 
heated battle for the lead the entire 
moto, with Hamilton finally getting 
around Finney on lap four. Cantrell 
and Finney then traded places on the 
next lap. A split exhaust pipe soon 
slowed Cantrell’s charge and Finney 
was back into second. The checkered 
flag waved for Hamilton by 10 bike 
lengths over Finney, with third going 
to Klauser and fourth to Cantrell. Jake 
Windham was fifth. 

The second 125cc Intermediate moto 
was by far the best race of the day, with 
Finney and Hamilton battling for the 
lead in every turn. 

Finney took the lead off the start, 
followed by Hamilton. As the two top 
riders immediately started to pull away 
from the rest of the field, their battle 
intensified. The lead would change 
three or four times a lap. Finney would 
block-pass Hamilton in a turn only 





to have Hamilton return the favor in 
the next one. 

Finally, on lap six, Hamilton was 
able to make a pass that would stick. 
Coming into a left turn, Hamilton 
again block-passed Finney, only this 
time he almost came to a complete 
stop. The move by Hamilton caused 
Finney to lose his drive and Hamilton 
motored away. Before Finney could 
regain his momentum, the checkered 
flag came out. Hamilton scored the 
win, with Finney second. Third went 
to Kawaskai rider Casey Johnson, with 
Cantrell fourth. Rounding out the = 
five was Turtle Wikoff.

Chamberlain charges 
‘to Perris victory

PERRIS, CA, FEB. 2 
é é feel pretty excited," said Mike 
I Chamberlain after he won the 
250cc Pro class at the final 
round of the GFI California Winter 
MX Series South at Perris Raceway. 

And Chamberlain had plenty to be 
excited about. His overall victory gave 
him the 250cc Pro class series cham- 
pionship for the second year in a row. 
He also earned $3000 from Yamaha's 
contingency program in addition to 
GFI purse money. 

"I'm happy that things worked out 
the way they did," said JT/Pro Circuit- 
backed Chamberlain. “The GFI series 
is important to me, and winning it two 
years in a row was my goal." 

Chamberlain will have the oppor- 
tunity to face the 250cc Pro champion 
from the northern portion of the GFI 
Winter Series when the two regions 
face off for the North-South Show- 
down at Perris on February 16. 

A strong contingent of riders were 
staged for the opening 250cc Pro moto, 
including former champions from 
three countries such as Canadian Carl 
Vaillancourt, Japan's Masaki Kudo 
and Australian Craig Dack. 

When the gate dropped it was Dack 
who dashed to the first turn with the 
holeshot. Chamberlain moved into the 
runner-up slot followed by Terry 
Fowler, Vaillancourt and Mark Easley. 





They quickly formed a five-man 
freight train and left the rest of the pack 
far behind. Chamberlain kept the 
pressure on Dack and appeared to be 
in position to make a move. 

“I have raced against him in (Aus- 
tralian) arenacross races, but this is the 
first time I have seen him on an 
outdoor track," Chamberlain said. 

“In Australia, most of the tracks are 
indoors and I’m not entirely comfor- 
table in an outdoor evvironment,” 
Dack said. 

Dack seemed to adapt well and 
pulled away late in the race to score 
the moto victory. Chamberlain suf- 
fered arm pump late in the moto and 
surrendered second to Fowler at the 
finish. Vaillancourt and Easley argued 
for fourth with Vaillancourt securing 
the position at the checkered flag. 

Easley launched off the gate first in 
the second moto but became cross- 
rutted in the second turn which 
allowed Chamberlain to squirt into the 
lead. Fowler, Dack and Joe Wadding- 
ton also passed Easley when he high- 
sided in a fast section in the back of 
the track. 

At the halfway point of the moto 
Waddington had passed both Dack and 
Fowler and moved into second but was 
quite a distance behind Chamberlain. 
Dack moved by Fowler for third in the

closing moments of the race and took 
the checkered flag behind Waddington 
and winner Chamberlain. 

The 125cc Pro race saw the return 
of Kawasaki’s Ryan Hughes, who 
spent much of last season recovering 
from a wrist injury. Hughes appeared 
to be back in top form as he led the 
opening laps of moto one with little 
opposition. Craig Canoy and Team 
Peak Antifreeze rider Mike Brown 
battled intensely for second with 
Brown eventually pulling ahead. 
Brown spent the remaining laps 
reeling in the leader Hughes and at 
one point made an inside pass to 
assume the lead. Brown only led for 
two feet before Hughes cut under him 
to retake first, then stayed ahead to win 
the moto followed by Brown and 
Canoy. 

Brown, Eric Hilton and Scott Bristol 
raced three abreast down the front 
straight at the start of the second moto. 
Brown didn’t slow down for a large 
jump and flew over the top of Hilton 
and Bristol and landed in the lead. 
Brown instantly pulled away from the 
field while Hughes was charging up 
from a midpack start. Thousand Oaks 
Yamaha-sponsored Hilton made short 
work of Bristol and took control of 
second. A lap later Hughes dropped 
Bristol back to fourth and set after 
second-place Hilton. 

Hughes caught Hilton and the two 
battled for two laps before Hughes 
pulled ahead, but Brown was long 
gone in first. Brown maintained his 
lead for the moto and overall victory 
while Hughes finished second in front 
of Hilton, Fowler and Canoy. 

Craig Decker scored a pair of cham- 
pionships in the 125 and 250cc Inter- 
mediate classes, winning three of the 
four motos entered en route to the 
overall wins. 

Decker's only challenge of the day 
came during the first 250cc Interme- 
diate moto when he started poorly. 
Kenny Allen grabbed the holeshot but 
Chris Lance moved into the point 
position by the start of the second lap. 
Lance was quick to open a marginal 
lead and controlled the first half of the 
race. 

Bill Sauro and Larry Lawrence 
argued for second, but Decker settled 
it by passing them both. Once into 
second, Decker chipped away at Lan- 
ce's lead and caught him with two laps 
left. Decker tried a variety of different 
lines in an effort to overtake Lance, 











but Lance fought off Decker to win 
the moto. Sauro finished third fol- 
lowed by Lawrence and Revelle 
Harrison. 

In the second moto, Kawasaki Team 
Green/Pro Circuit/AXO/Maxima/ 
Renthal/Scott/VP/CTi/Dunlop- 
backed Decker was set on victory in 
the second moto and powered to a start- 
to-finish romp of the class. While 
Decker opened a nearly 20-second lead, 
close racing was taking place between 
Lawrence, Sauro and Lance for the 
runner-up position. The three riders 
rode practically single file in that 
order, and followed each other the 
whole race and finished as they started. 

In the 125cc Intermediate class, 
Decker led each and every lap of both 
motos. Erik Anderson, Stephen Mit- 
chell and Randy Danylo provided 
some exciting racing during the second 
moto with Mitchell finishing as the 
runner-up. But Anderson used consis- 
tency to finish second overall behind 
Decker and Mitchell rounded the top 
three overall finishers. 

Mission Yamaha/First America- 
supported Lance topped the 25-29- 
year-old Intermediate class over Eddie 
Davis and Lawrence and earned 
enough points to propel himself to the 
series championship since Chris Rad- 
zinski, who led entering the final 
round had an off-day with an eighth- 
place finish. Radzinski finished second 
overall in the series and blamed 
suspension problems for his poor 
performance. 

“I didn’t even have to race today,” 
said newly-crowned 125cc Beginner 
class champion David Hughes. “I had 
enough points from all my wins that 
I could have sat this one out, but all 
I could think of was the chance at 
another $1000. 

Yoko/North County Yamaha/ 
Motul/Scott-sponsored Hughes dom- 
inated both motos en route to the 
overall victory and earned $500 in 
Yamaha contingency, which was 
doubled to $1000 by virtue of North 
County Yamaha's double YZ Bucks 
program. Dean Van Riper was the 
overall runner-up for the day followed 
by Gary Shoemaker, Charles Gonzalez 
and Brad Peters. €N

Clean sweep for 
Palmer in Tulsa

TULSA, OK, JAN. 31-FEB. 2 

liff Palmer cleaned house in 
C Tulsa’s Fairgrounds Pavilion, as 

the local rider swept the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes both Friday and 
Saturday nights. Palmer’s victories, in 
front of a two-night total of 10,000 
spectators, extended his National 
Arenacross Series win streak to six in 
a row. 

Two other riders also swept their 
classes in the three-day event. Lynn 
Nickerson Jr. won the Pee Wee events 
held during breaks in Friday and 
Saturday nights’ Pro action, then 





returned for Sunday’s Amateur day and 
won again, while Josh Beckett swept 
the 85cc class in Friday and Saturday’s 
halftime shows. 

On Friday night, Dennis Hawthorne 
got the holeshot at the start of the 20- 
lap 125cc Pro main with Palmer in his 
shadow on the tight track made up of 
whoops, rockers, triple jumps and a 
sand pit. The two riders battled side 
by side on the first lap and when they 
landed from the triple jump, Palmer 
touched down first and inched into the 
lead. 





Jason Langford, with Grayson 
Goodman on his heels, moved in on 
Hawthorne’s rear fender and by the 
seventh lap both Langford and Good- 
man had passed Hawthorne and were 
battling for second place. At the 
halfway point, Goodman took over 
second but was still battling with 
Langford. A couple of laps later, Chad 
Pederson broke up the duel when he 
passed Langford for third. 

Langford kept the pressure on 
Pederson until he fell with three laps 
to go. Langford quickly remounted to 
stay in fourth place ahead of Haw- 
thorne, but lost any chance of over- 
taking Pederson. American Suzuki- 
supported Palmer rode out front to 
score the win followed by Goodman, 
Pederson, Langford and Hawthorne. 

In Saturday’s 125cc Pro main, Haw- 
thorne captured the holeshot once 
again with Palmer and Langford 
behind him. Jason Edwards quickly 
moved up to pressure Langford and 
passed him for third, while Canadian 
Ross Pederson soon joined the battle. 

Up front, Hawthorne held the lead 
through lap four when Palmer closed 
in and passed him as they began the 
fifth lap. Edwards was the next to 
challenge Hawthorne and tried to pass 
him through the whoops, but both 
riders ended up on the ground. That 
moved Langford to second and Ross 
Pederson to third, and they stayed in 
that order until they crossed the finish 
line behind winner Palmer. 

Saturday night’s 250cc main event 
saw Cliff Palmer get the holeshot with 
Goodman right behind him. The two 
riders went side by side through a 
whoop section approaching the sand 
pit, but Goodman fell in the sand and 
dropped to last place. Ross Pederson 
filled the gap with Chad Pederson, 
Hawthorne, Edwards and Langford 
close behind. 

Palmer pulled a lead and went 
unchallenged to the finish while the 
action took place behind him. The 
Pedersons battled for second until lap 
17 when Chad finally found his way 
to second and stayed there ahead of 
Ross to the checkered flag. Edwards 
and Hawthorne continuously battled 
over fourth, but Edwards was able to 
hang on to the position at the finish. 








Goodman worked his way up to 
seventh at the finish. 

In the 85cc Open class, run in 
between the Pro program on both 
Friday and Saturday, Josh Beckett got 
the holeshot and controlled the lead 
to the finish. in both races. Charlie 
Bogard cased the triple jump on Friday 
night and bruised a kidney, but was 
back for Saturday's program. 
Although he couldn't jump, Bogard 
put his skills to use on other parts of 
the track and rode smoothly to second 
place. 

In Sunday's 85cc Open main, 
Bogard got the holeshot and led until 
lap five when Brad Woolsey passed 
him in the whoops. Kawasaki Team 
Green/AXO/Barr’s/PJ1/FMF/Super 
B Fuel-backed Woolsey then stayed 
ahead of Bogard to claim the win and 
take the class points lead with one 
round remaining in the Central 
Region Series. 

At the start of the 125cc Intermediate 
main, Chris Daubitz captured the 
holeshot but Bryan Rister shot wide 
and the two riders went down. That 
gave the lead to Eric Edwards, but he 
fell on lap two upon landing from the 
triple jump. Rister had quickly 
remounted from his first-turn fall and 
was there to take the lead, while 
Daubitz had worked his way from 14th 
to seventh place. 

On lap three, William Winston 
passed Rister for first place but fell 
exiting the sand pit. Shawn Wright 
briefly held second before a charging 
Daubitz passed him. When the 
checkers flew, Pagan-Lewis Honda/ 
AXO/Renthal-backed Rister got the 
win, Daubitz was the runner-up and 
Wright finished third. Rister also won 
the 125cc (12-15) class. CN

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. | 

n front of approximately 3500 
I spectators, Honda-mounted Jonas 

Dunn scored the win in all three 
Intermediate classes at the Seattle 
Amateur Supercross, which was held 
the morning before the Camel Super- 
cross Series round in the Seattle 
Kingdome. 

The WorldSports-promoted event 
attracted 397 riders, which is the largest 
turnout ever for the Seattle amateur 
event. Most classes needed at least one 
heat race to determine the 25-rider start 
line for the feature races. 

Dunn’s rampage began in the 125cc 
Intermediate class with a heat race win 
over Jason Olephant, Stan Sloboda, 
Rich Collicot and Ben Rhodes. 

In the main event, Chris Dineen, 
Andy Bell, Aric Muse and Devin Roe 
set the early pace up front. Dunn began 
working his way toward the front after 
a mediocre start. He eventually forced 
his way into the lead and then quickly 
jumped out to a comfortable advantage 
over the rest of the field. Dunn scored 
the win ahead of Dineen and Bell. Lou 
Caulkins and Forrest Transue found 
openings around Muse and Roe to 
finish fourth and fifth, respectively. 





Dunn had a handle on the first 250cc 
Intermediate heat race, with Chris 
Russell the runner-up. 

The 250cc feature was another easy 
romp for Dunn, as he grabbed the lead 
early and cruised to the win. While 
Dunn motored away out in front, Ted 
Devol, Brian Webb, Mike Koehn and 
Roe fought for second, with Koehn 
getting the upper hand on the battle. 
Devol finished third, while Roe ended 
up sixth after getting passed by both 
Brian Webb and Chris Covert. 

Dunn's final victory came in the 
500cc Intermediate feature, in which 
the Honda rider scored a wire-to-wire 
victory. The runner-up was Husaberg- 
mounted David Rhodes, who was a 
member of the winning U.S. Jr. World 
Team at the 1991 ISDE in Czechos- 
lovakia. Bruce Issaacs, Randy Fisher 
and Larry Hanson rounded out the top 
five, respectively. 

Perhaps the most popular class of 
the day was the 50cc Auto Stock class. 
Twenty-five youngsters went at it 
handlebar to handlebar on the King- 
dome track that was specially modified 
just for the class. 

Ryan Coleman looked to be the rider 








to beat after a strong winning perfor- 
mance in his heat race, but in the final, 
Coleman finished out of the top 20 
after arriving at the starting gate late. 
This left the final wide open and it 
was Kelvin Shoen who took full 
advantage of Coleman's tardiness. 
There was some exciting racing 
between many riders during the final 
laps, but Shoen showed the way, 
leading Josh Casper, Ryan Bissenden, 
Tyler Fick and Kyle Harris across the 
finish line in that order. 

Honda rider Mike York left the 
Kingdome with two wins under his 
belt in the 125cc Novice and 125cc (12- 
15) classes. $ 

A total of 66 riders turned out to do 
battle in the 125cc Novice class and 
after three heats were held to narrow 
the field to 25 for the feature, York blew 
outof the starting gate for the holeshot. 
York had no problems whatsoever 
pulling away from the other 24 riders 
en route to an easy victory. Kelsey 
Gorum was the runner-up, while 
Lowell Frietz, Zeb Tivnan and Gary 
Terlecki finished third through fifth, 
respectively. 

In the 125cc (12-15) division, Stan 
Sloboda was expected to give York a 
run for his money after having beaten 
him in a heat race. Unfortunately for 
Sloboda, problems in the feature kept 
him out of top contention. 

Once again, it was York leading the 
way for the win, while Bell, who 
finished third to York in the Interme- 
diate bout, was the runner-up. Shane 
Heberlein finished third ahead of 
Justin Burlingame and Justin Carrol. 

Ted Devol got the ball rolling in the 
Plus-30 class by winning the heat race 
then going on to win the feature, but 
he had to fight for the victory. 

After the gate dropped to start the 
main event, Devol was fifth behind 
leader Roy Fowler, Chris Berger, 
Dallas Nyblod and Mike Whalen after 
rounding the first turn. All eyes were 
fixed on Devol, as he picked off riders 
one by one until he had control of the 
lead position. Devol scored the win 
ahead of Nyblod, Fowler, Berger and 
Jon Marshall. 

After the smoke had cleared, it was 
Jason Hanson emerging on the top of 
the charts in the 65cc (7-11) feature. 
Hanson’s main competitor was Tyler 


Kavaney, who ended up the runner- 
up, while Mike Strom, Ryan Coleman 
and Nate Goetz rounded out the top 
five. 

In the 125 and 250cc Expert classes, 
Mark Grant looked to be headed to 
back-to-back wins. After scoring the 
win in the 250cc class over Don 
Boesflug and Brian Stone, Grant just 
couldn’t hold back a ‘hard-charging 
Stone late in the 125cc feature. Stone 
scored the win with Grant finishing 
a close second. Ron Ray was third. 

In the highly competitive 250cc 
Novice class, Jason Mathews nipped 
runner-up Kory Ellis for the win, while 
Allan Terlecki, Dave Hilpert and 
Charles Downing rounded out the top 
five. cN

Keener comes out of retirement,

After over 10 years of retirement, former 
factory Harley-Davidson rider Corky Keener 
got the itch to race and made his comeback 
in grand style at the Ice Race Amateur 
Nationals, held at Albright Shores.
